BEAM WIND RESISTANCE REVISITED 
The thoughtful article on Beam Wind Resistance by Marvin Mahre, 
WOMGI provides interesting information on locating the beam 
position during high wind conditions, namely pointing the beam to 
a direction that is perpendicular to the wind direction. 

This is good advice, and since the prevailing wind direction 
in our area is from the Northwest, it calls for leaving the Beam 
pointed either Southwest or Northeast during periods of nonuse. 
However what was left unsaid in the aritcle may be as important, 
as what was covered. Since the airmasses that cause our weather 
and most of the winds of importance to Beam protection are 
rotating in a circular pattern, the antenna may be subjected to 
winds from any direction depending on the location of the air- 
mass. Therefore, unless the beam position is located by an 
"active device" (one that monitors wind direction and automatica- 
lly turns the beam so that the beam is sideways or perpendicular 
to the wind direction) the old same rule applies - the beam, the 
tower and the rotor brake must all be able to withstand adverse 
winds at the highest velocity likely in our area.

Dr. tom Comstock, NSTC, Vice Director 
if the West Gulf Division of the ARRL, 
addressed the issue of Volunteering in a 
recent issue of the "Field Forum", a Lea~ 
gue newsletter distributed to ARRL Volun- 
teers throughout the USA. He asserts that 
recent research has concluded that: 

1) A leader's expectations and the way 
volunteers are treated directly de- 
termines how those volunteers per~ 
fora. 
People work 


2 more effectively and 
productively if they are treated 
with respect, concern and interest. 
If a leader sets feasible high per- 
formance standards, volunteers gen- 
erally will meet or exceed the 
other words, it is essential 
clear objectives be set. 

To quote Dr. Comstock, " Some people are 
like wheelbarrows, they have to be pushed. 
Some are like kites, they will fly away 
if you don’t put a string on them. Others 
are like footballs, you never know which 
way they will bounce. Some are like trail 
ers, they have to be pulled. Still others 
are like balloons, always ready to blow 
up.

AS a general rule, volunteers are best 
handled in that grey area somewhere bet- 
ween the democratic and participative 
styles of leadership (leaning in the dir- 
ection of the participative).
